It 
may    lie    tbikeii    for    granted,    t'herefore,    thai 
these  cmnpanics  are  loall  inleiilsand  purposes 
solely  (h'i»pndeiil  on  the  guarantee  for  tlie  pay- 
mciit  of   the  fixed    charges   and   the  diviiletid 
dislributiotis  liilherl..  made.     The  above  laijle 
shows   lli;tt   the   iimouiits    received    from    the 
governiiienl  for  tlie  last  fiiianciiil  year  of  each 
company  were  etjuatiii  Ihe  aggregate  to  C715,- 
099,     111  each  of  the  ne.-cl  three  years  this  sum 
or  thereabouts,  instead  of  being" paid  in  cash, 
will  !>;■  provided  for  by  the  issue  of  5  per  cent. 
funding  lioiid.s  under  the  terms  of  the  scheme 
recently    proimilgated.     The    boards    of    the 
various   companies  will    thus  have   to  settle  a 
series   lif   miestions  ari.siiig   out  <if  thi,*   novel 
stale  of  afliurs.     Will  they  realise  their  half- 
yearly  qnoui  of  tlie  funding  bonds  as  receiv- 
ed, and  dislribule  the  proceeds,    as  far  as  mav 
be,  first  in  discharging  their  obligatory  inter- 
est  charges,    and  then,  as   to  the  balance,  111 
dividends?     In  thai   c  ise,   the   los,s   sustained 
by  the  difference  belween  ibe  sterling  amounts 
hitherto  received  aud  the  amounts  rcdised   h\ 
the   sale   of   the  new   bonds  will    f.dl  eiitirelV 
upon  the  >!;arehoii',L-rs.  aud  probabh- most   uf 
tlic  debcnture-bolder,s   could,  at  aiiv   rale,  en- 
fitrcc   llu-  piiyinent    of   their  iuicrest    by   thih 
nie^ns,    tliough    whether    a    compromi.se,    h\ 
means  of  which  they  shared  the  loss  with  the 
sli  rebohlers,  would'  not   be   a  more  equitable 
arrangement,   is  open   U)  iHscnssitni.     As   the 
funding    homis   are   quoted   at   about    2^  per 
cent,  di^i'inint,  the  loss  to  the  shareholders  on 
this  basis  would  be  coiisiilerable.     As  a  matter 
of  fact,  even    if   that  price   were  realised   re- 
gularly   each    lialf-year,    the   average   loss    in 
dividends   to  the  shareholders   would  he  over 
one-third  of  tlieir  present  distribution.     And 
unless  some  arrangement  has  been  come  to  b\ 
means   of  which    the   price  of  the  new  bonds 
can  be  inaiiuained,  as  we  suggested  miglit  be 
the  cas.-  last  week,    il  i.s  not  easy  lo  see  how , 
in  the  face  of  tlie  constant  .sfilin'g  of  them  bv 
ihes.'  r.iilways,  they  will  be  able:  to  rely  upon 
realising  even  75  per  cent,  of  their  face  value 
with    r.-gularity.      Another  alternative  would 
be  for  tile  companies  to  arratige  to  pass   on  to 
their  debenture  hikI  shareholders  their  propor- 
tion of  ihc  new  scrip.     This  woulii  mean  that 
the  holders  of  debentures  and   .shares  would 
receive  in  scrip  practic;dly  the  .s;ime  amounts 
as  they  now  receive  in  cash,  and  indivitliials 
would  be  left  to  hold  or  realise  their  tjuota  as 
they  thought  fit.     It  is  douhllul,  however,   if 
the  debenture  holders  would  consent  to  such 
ail  arrangement,    for  ihey    will    no  doubt  lake 
up  the  po.sitiiiu  that  they  are   entilleil  to  their 
full  interest  in  cash.

Without  taking  inloaccoiuit  redemption  and 
sinking-fund  charges,  the  annual  interest  to 
be  provided  l)v  the  alxive  companies  is  nearly 
/  24o,i>>n,  and,  pending  a  compromise,  this  is 
the  miiiimmii  ;imount  which  would  have  to  be 
provided  in  c.tsh  to  meet  absolute  charges,  in 
addition  to  the  amount  requin-d  to  meet  loss 
in  :ii;:inl  working,  where  such  hiss  exists 
I'nder  the  cirfunistaiices,  the  very  heavy  de- 
preciation in  the  securities  of  Brazilian  guar- 
anteed railways  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  for 
the  funding  scheme  will  lie  sure  to  raise  a 
crop  of  difBciilties  which  will  not  be  readilv 
overcome,  and  will  involve  considerable  sacri- 
fices on  the  pirt  of  holders,  in  some  cases  a 
g.Hn.l  deal  more  serious  than  those  to  be  made 
by  holders  o!  the  public  debt  of  Brazil.

inEnglaiul  oufilit  to  prove  not  only  the  pr<)- 
iioui  ced  sympathies  which  exist  helween  the 
twoconiitries,  hut  also  lunv  great  and  lieenom* 
appreciation  lias  Ijeen  of  the  choice  of  which 
yoiu-  Excellency  has  hecii  the  ohject. 

We  have  protited  bv  your  visit  to  discu'is 
thorou!.;hly  llie  tiuances  o'f  I'razil,  and  we  have 
heeii  very  pleased  to  see  thai  vi.ur  I'xcellency 
appreciateK  at  their  proper  vahie  all  the  dilli- 
culties  of  the  country's  financial  sittiatiim. 

Unfortunately,  for  some  vears  Hn/il  has 
passed  throufi-li  a  crisis  as  nnich  political  as 
financial,  and,  in  these  circuiiisiauceK,  it  is  not 
surprising  that,  with  the  great  fall  which  the 
exchange  has  undergone,  it  may  have  produced 
financial  difiicidties  which  we' believe  will  not 
he  lasting. 

Several  remedies  have  been  suggested, 
amongst  others  the  leasing  of  state  railways; 
but  for  several  reasons,  none  of  iheae  remedies 
have bcenadopted, and  it  would  he  superf]uou.s 
to  discuss  them  at  present, 

A  project,  emanating  from  agrcup  of  com- 
mercial banks  at  Kio,  has  been'  ap])rove(l  hv 
tlie  lirazilia:;  government,  ami  consists,  h's 
your  Excellency  knows,  in  consolidating  the 
coupons  of  the  different  slate  loans  and  guar- 
anteed railways  into  a  fund  guaranteed  h-r 
mortgage  on  the  revenues  of  the  customs  o'f 
Rio,  and  of  other  places  in  Brazil. 

Although  we  regretted  a  suspension  of  pav- 
iiients  in  specie,  we  have  thought  it  useful  to 
recommend  this  project  lo  the  holders  of 
Brazilian  securities,  and  we  hope  they  will 
accept. 

Your  Excellency  is  aware  that  we  have  been  ' 
for  many  years  the  fimmcial  agents  of  the 
Brazilian  government  in  England,  and  we 
have  always  becTi  proud  and  ])leas^d  to  see 
Brazil  faithfully  meet  all  her  engagements  ; 
but  the  advantages  for  Brazil  in  the  projected 
scheme  will  depend  on  a  jjreL'ise  atlhesion  to 
all  the  details,  and  your  Exccllencv  will  no 
doubt  have  noticefl  In  vnur  all  too  'short  slay 
with  us  the  colossal  co'mmercial  and  financial 
activity  whicli  reigns  in  England,  and  will 
carry  away  the  conviction  that,  after  all,  Ihc 
credit  of  a  country  constitutes  ils  greatest 
power.-  .  , 

We  dare,  then,  to  hope  that  your  Hxc^llency 
will  give  us  vour  enlireapprovalof  this  ])Ian  in 
writing,  and  also  that  you  will  txert  vi.ur  in- 
flu-,?nceand  auUiorily,  s'o  that  the  inTaiig(  menl 
may  be  put  into  execution  in  all  il.-s  details, 
which  is  not  only  necessary  for  the  re-estab- 
lishment of  Brazilian  credit,  but  it  is  etpialiv 
necessary  so  that  the  greatest  economv  may 
be  practised  for  the  future  in  all  the  depart- 
ments of  the  state  ;  and  in  order  lo  ineeU  an 
engagement  solemnly  made  it  is  neces.s;iry  to 
be  aide  from  the  present  to  determine  quickly 
aiul  reduce  expenses  in  all  gtv^rnnient  de- 
partments, which  up  to  now  ha ve.bjen  incurred 
on  a  scale  tpiiie  outside  the  resources  and 
means  of  the  country. 

In  conclusion,  we  like  to  think  that  vour 
Excellency  will  give  us  the 


poiiit  of  view.  My  ownresponsihihty  is  engag- 
ed in  this  combination  as  you  have  noticed, 
and  I  can  assure  you  that  during  the  next 
piesideulial  period  the  Brazilian  government 
will  give  full  and  entire  execution  to  all  its 
terms.  I  am  convinced  that  once  the  agree- 
ment is  established,  and  in  compliance  with 
the  coinplemental  measures  which  will  h- 
taken  hv  the  administration,  amongst  which 
will  first  c<mie  a  rule  of  severe  ccon<miv,  the 
tinancial  sulnlion  will  be  provided  for  at  the 
same  time  as  t!ie  high  interests  which  are  at 
stake  will  he  suitably  protected  bv  the  clutest 
reciprocily.

—  The  ordinary  weekly  iiieetiiig  of  the 
Eiiiies  de  Souza  I'lational  agrit^uUiiral  society 
did  not  take  place  at  the  Polytecliiiic  School 
last  week. 

—On  Saturday  there  was  a  fight  between 
two  reporters  oii  Riia  do  Ovividor.  Neither 
appears  to  Imve  been  iinich  injured,  but  it  is 
said  that  tlie  air  was  full  of  flying  ejaciila^ 
tions. 

—  In  one  of  the  reports  of  the  speech  of 
Deputy  Galeiio  Carvalhal  he  is  crediLed  with 
saying  that  no  one  attaclies  any  iniportauCL-  to 
Deocleciano  Martyr.  Did  :\Iarshal  I'loriano 
Peixoto  attach  no  iiiiportaiice  to  liim  when  lie 
made  him  honorary  captain  ?  And  did  Gen. 
Arthur  Oscar  attach  no  importance  to  him 
when  he  poured  plaintive  grievances  into  his 
sympathetic  ear? 

—  On  tlie  loth  prox.  at  9  o'clock  a.m.  nmss 
will  ibe  said  at  the  Carnio  Church  for  the  .soul 
of  Gen.  Gnnier.sindo  Saraiva,  Admiration  for 
the  eniinent  miUtary  ability  of  the  ilhwtrious 
tiio  Graudeiise  and' gratitude  for  his  earnest 
and  efficient  elYorts  to  free  the  country  from  a 
corrupt  and  hrutal  despotism  will  cause  the 
temple  to  be  thronj,^ed  with  llie  best  class  of 
Bni/.ilians  eager  to  do  honor  to   his    memory. 

—It  is  staltii  thitt  >!inist^-r  |ardim  profound- 
ly laments  the  sk.w  i.ro-iv.s  ni;ule  on  the 
liew  quay  helwi.>Ln  Llir  fi.Try  >lips  and  the  war 
arsenal."  lie  intends  to  i-L-e.iiLimenii  tlie  gov- 
ernment to  expedite  the  work.  This  will  of 
course  incrciise  expenses,  itnt  the  miinst^-r 
apparently  does  not  allow  this  to  troulile  him. 
It  IS  his  duty  to  treat  sucii  matters  profess- 
ionally (lie  is  a  military  engineer),  and  the 
minister  of  finance  can  look  after  the  econo- 
mies, 

-On  Sunday  buiUhng  No  t?9,  Rua  doRo.sa- 
rio  was  destroyed  by  fire,  the  adjoining  build- 
ings being  somewhat  damaged.  Before  being 
extinguished  the  fire  reacheii  the  back  iif  tlie 
Paselioal  confectionery  on  Rna  do  Ouvidor  ami 
destroyed  the  stock  of  wines  and  liquors  stored 
there.  The  proprietors  of  No  129  have  been 
held  for  investigation,  it  being  stated  that  they 
were  at  work  all  day  cleaning  up,  and  that  the 
fire  broke  out  about  half  an  hour  after  they  left 
tlie  place. 

—  Trouble  seems  to  have  arisen  between  the 
director  of  the  day  school  section  of  the  Gym- 
nasio  Nacional  (ex-Collegio  T).  Pedro  11)  and 
the  « free  faculty  of  juriilicai  sciences  "  which 
has  been  making  free  use  of  the  school  edifice 
by  perinissiou  of  the  government,  The  said 
faculty  is  a  private  corporation,  while  the 
school  belongs  to  the  state.  The  director  has 
frequently  complained  of  the  inconvenience  of 
having  his  rooms  occupied  by  an  outside  cor- 
poration, but  to  no  effect. 

—  Smalwyt  says  that  he  is  beginning  to  feel 
that  there  is  something  supernatural  about 
Zola.  When  he  saw  that  the  'N'ersailleB  court 
intended  to  decide  against  him,  the  great 
romancist  left  tlie  court-room  and  Ihcii  disaj)- 
peared.  Since  then  it  has  been  reporteil  that 
he  had  gone  to  Switzerland,  Bflgium  and  Nor- 
way, and  that  he  would  remain  concealed  in 
Prance.  His  arrival  has  been  registered  in  all 
these  places,  and  also  at  Kiel,  on  his  way  to 
Norvvav.  It's  an  miciiuny  kind  of  a  man  that 
can  be  in  so  many  places  at  once. 

—A  man  named  Antonio  Joaquim  de  Carva- 
Iho  states  through  the  press  that  having 
heard  of  five  other  persons  of  the  same 
name,  lie  has  decided  to  call  himself  here- 
after Antonio  Jonkopiiigs  de  Carvalho.  W'e 
fear,  AiUobIo,  that  you  have  rashly  failed 
to  take  into  consideration  the  government's 
insatiate  desire  for  more  revenue.  You  will 
discover  that  change  is  not  always  improve- 
ment when  you  are  forced  to  get  into  a  box 
and  put  a  stamp  on  yonrseif  1  And  then  think 
nf  the  littlejonkupiiigs— the  expense  of  stamp- 
ing  them  all  I 

—  At  I  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  22nd 
Antonio  \'illas  Boas,  Alferes  Henrique  Sll 
and  another  were  standing  in  the  I^argo  do 
Uocio  waiting  for  a  train  when  they  \^ 
snddeidy  attacked  by  a  group  of  men  armed 
with  sticks,  who  are '.said  to  have  been  secret 
police.  Villas  Boas  was  badly  injured  and 
Silva  was  also  considerably  bruised.  If  it  is 
true  that  the  secret  police  are  connnittiug 
these  outrageous  assaults,  it  is  time  that  the 
government  put  a  stop  to  it.  No  matter  huw 
nnworthv  of  confidence  the  enemies  of  the 
governm'ent  may  be.  the  latter  is  not  ju.stificd 
in  employing  means  of  retaliation  or  repres- 
sion so  irregular  and  dangerous  as  this.  There 
is  no  viler  instrument  than  a  secret  police 
when  it  is  used  for  violent  j^urposes,  and  the 
govermiieut  which  employs  it -will  stand  dis- 
graced for  all  time.  It  remains  to  be  proved, 
however,  that  the  recent  assaults  were  com- 
mitted by  secret  police. 

—  The  first  meeting  of  the  directors  of  a 
new  society,  called  the  Sociedade  Cominemo- 
rativa  das  Datas  Nacionaes,  was  held  at  the 
nmnicipal  council  chamber  on  the  2rBt  inst. 
The  first  project  under  consideration  was  one 
for  fe,stivities  to  commemorate  the  independ- 
ence of  Brazil —  which  still  remains  the  7th  of 
September.  It  was  resolved  that  a  field  mass 
should  he  celebrated  in  the  Campo  de  S, 
Christovao  on  that  day,  as  a  part  of  the  festivi- 
ties, and  that  appropriate  festivities  should  take 
place  in  the  Largo  S.  Francisco  the  evening 
before— wliich  probably  means  fire  works,  and 
possibly  a  conflagration.  The  remainder  of 
the  programme  will  be  settled  later  on  At 
the  suggestion  of  Sr  Jose  Carlos  de  Carvalho, 
steps  «ill  be  taken  at  once  to  prepare  for  the 
400th  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  Brazil 
on  Maj  3,  1900.  Would  It  not  he  better  to 
first  d,^tennine  whether  Brazil  was  first  discov- 
ered by  Pinzon  on  January  i.  or  Cabral  on 
JIay3? 


—  Our  readers  in  the  siiburlis  shoulfl  be  on 
their  guard  against  some  scamps  who  are  going 
about  residence  streets  in  the  character  of  ! 
municipal  and  sanitary  officials,  and  who  are  j 
making  a  good  business  for  themselves  by 
imposing  and  cnllt'Cting  fines.  It  would  he 
good  policy  to  demand  the  name  and  aiithuriiy 
of  all  such  inspectors.
